Why was I denied 
my chance to vote?

A FURIOUS NHS worker says he is 
angry that he was turned away from a 
polling station despite arriving before 
10pm. 

Thomas Chatfield, 31, says it was 
9.55pm “on the dot” when he turned up 
at Ely Methodist Church, in Chapel 
Street, to vote in last Thursday’s 
European elections. 

But officers at the polling station 
insisted it was 10pm when he arrived, 
and that he was therefore too late to 
vote. 

Mr Chatfield, who works as a support 
carer and lives with his partner, Carly 
Hayward, and young daughter, Lilliana- 
Mae, in Ely’s West Fen Road, said: “I’m 
pretty disgusted to be honest. 

“I’d worked five night shifts in the run 
up to Thursday which is why I couldn’t 
get to the polling station until I did. 

“I live a five-minute walk from the 
church so I left the house in good time 
to arrive before voting closed. 

“When I arrived it was 9.55pm on the 
dot. It said 9.55pm on both my mobile 
phone, which is satellite updated, and 
Ely Cathedral’s clock. 

“As I stepped through the door the 
ladies shouted out: “We’re closed”. I 
said to them that it wasn’t 10pm yet and 
showed them my mobile phone, but 
they said I couldn’t come in. 

“What makes it even more frustrating 
is that there was a woman inside the 
hall casting her vote as they told me to 
leave.” 

Mr Chatfield added: “As I was walking 
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home I called my partner to tell her I 
hadn’t been able to vote and ironically 
the cathedral clock started chiming as 
it does every hour, which proves I was at 
the polling station before 10pm. 

“Fair enough the officers had had a 
long day and probably just wanted to 
head off home but I was denied my 
opportunity to vote. 

“I’m not sure whether they didn’t like 
the look of me -1 am a young man with 
tattoos, a beard and big holes in my 
ears.” 

In East Cambridgeshire, the 
Conservatives polled 31.8 per cent of 
the vote and UKIP secured 31.2 per 
cent. Labour secured 12.1 per cent, the 
Lib Dems polled 10.9 per cent and the 
Green party secured around 10 per cent 
of the vote. 

Mr Chatfield said he was planning to 
vote for the Green party. 

A council spokesman said: “We have 
spoken to the officers who were presid¬ 
ing at the polling station and they both 
have independently confirmed that a 
man arrived at the polling station with 
the intention to vote but this was after 
10pm. 

“The rules at elections are very clear 
for both voters and those presiding at a 
count - if you are in the polling station 
before 10pm you are entitled to vote, if 
you have arrived at the station after 
10pm unfortunately you cannot.”

Doctor will not 
be extradited 


THE son of a pensioner who 
died after he was given a fatal 
dose of a painkiller has said 
he is “bitterly disappointed” 
that his doctor will not be 
extradited to face charges in 
the UK. 

The European Court of 
Human Rights (ECHR) has 
upheld a decision not to extra¬ 
dite German doctor Dr Daniel 
Ubani to the UK to face 
charges over the death of 
70-year-old David Gray in 
2008. 

The ECHR issued its finding 
into the family’s claim that 
the German investigation was 
flawed, saying it had found no 
violation of human rights. 

It said: “The patient’s sons 
complained that the authori¬ 
ties in Germany, where the 
doctor was tried and convict¬ 
ed of having caused the death 
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by negligence, had not pro¬ 
vided for an effective investi¬ 
gation into their father’s 
death. 

“The court accepted that the 
German trial court had suffi¬ 
cient evidence available to it 
for the doctor’s conviction by 
penal order without having 
held a hearing. 

“Moreover, the applicants 
had been sufficiently 
informed of the proceedings 
in Germany, and the German 
authorities had been justified 
in not extraditing the doctor 
to the UK in view of the pro¬ 
ceedings before the German 
courts.” 

In 2010 a coroner’s inquest 
in the UK ruled that Mr Gray, 
of Manea, Cambridgeshire, 
was unlawfully killed after Dr 


Ubani, who was working as 
an out of hours locum, fatally 
administered 10 times the 
normal dose of diamorphine. 

Dr Ubani, a 67-year-old 
Nigerian-born German citi¬ 
zen, was on his first UK shift 
as a locum when he injected 
Mr Gray with lOOmg of the 
drug. He was struck off in the 
UK and given a suspended 
sentence in Germany for 
death by negligence but is still 
able to practice there. 

A European arrest warrant 
was issued by Cambridgeshire 
Police but could not be car¬ 
ried out because legal pro¬ 
ceedings had begun in 
Germany. 

Speaking on Sky News, Mr 
Gray’s son Stuart, of 
Kidderminster, Wor¬ 

cestershire, said he was “bit¬ 
terly, bitterly disappointed”.

Funfair in car 
park: Is it fair? 


MOTORISTS are calling for 
the May Funfair to be re¬ 
located when it comes to Ely 
next year. 

As ever, the fair, which is 
opening to the public today, is 
occupying the long stay sec¬ 
tion of Forehill car park, off 
Broad Street. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council says that Ely 
has a long standing charter 
which requires the fair is in a 
central location - but that 
things could change next 
year. 

Residents say it is unfair that 
the long stay part of the car 
park has to be closed to make 
way for it. 

Stephanie Peters, who lives 
off Ely’s Broad Street, said: “I 
can’t believe the fair gets 
away with being in Forehill 
car park. 

“We all know how dire the 
parking situation is in Ely and 
that we need every parking 
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space we can get and yet the 
council allows the fair to take 
over half of one of the city’s 
busiest car parks. 

“Not only that but I think it’s 
unfair on those who live close 
to the car park to have to put 
up with all the noise. I don’t 
live too far from the car park 
and the noise does affect me 
- it must be horrendous for 
those who are closer to it. 

“Funfairs and circuses 
should be in more convenient 
locations - what about in the 
country park for example?” 

Harry Soar, who lives in 
Soham but works in Ely, said: 
“I park in Forehill car park 
most days and it really irri¬ 
tates me when the fair is in 
town. 

“Why should I struggle to 
find a parking space just 
because the fair is there? 
Parking is a nightmare in Ely 


most of the time so it bugs me 
that so many parking spaces 
are shut off just to occupy the 
fair.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“Ely has a long standing char¬ 
ter which requires we make 
available land in a central 
location once a year, in May 
We are already in discussions 
with the showman and local 
groups to see whether we can 
relocate the fair next year to 
another open space of the 
right size and requirements to 
accommodate a fairground.”

No foul play in sudden death of Ely woman, police confirm 


A WOMAN died after falling 
down a flight of stairs at a 
house in Ely. 

Emergency services and 
forensic investigators were 
called to a property in Lisle 
Lane just after 3pm on Friday 
and arrived to find a woman, 


aged in her 40s, had fallen 
down stairs. 

A spokesman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
said: “The woman had fallen 
down a flight of stairs at the 
property Sadly, she died as 
paramedics arrived.” Police 


officers remained at the scene 
on Friday and Saturday. 

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Police said: 
“The death is not being treat¬ 
ed as suspicious and the mat¬ 
ter has been passed to the 
coroner.”

Antennae approved for church 


ANTENNAE will be mounted on 
the tower of a 12th century 
church to help improve CCTV 
coverage in Soham. 

In January, the City of Ely 
Council applied for planning 
permission to erect four antenna 
on the tower of St Andrew’s 
Church in Soham. 

The city council, which is 
responsible for CCTV monitoring 
in Ely and Soham, has recently 
switched to a new digital wireless 
camera system and needs the 
antennae to transmit live pictures 
from the town back to Ely police 


station. 

The proposals have now been 
approved by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

In its application, the city 
council said the antennae would 
be “installed sympathetically” on 
the tower to ensure there is “no 
harm to the significance to the 
heritage asset”. 

English Heritage said it was 
“satisfied” with the proposals, 
even though the Grade I listed 
church sits within Soham’s 
conservation area. 

In a letter to the district council, 


Sheila Stones, inspector of 
historic buildings and areas, said: 
“English Heritage is satisfied that 
the proposals would not harm the 
significance of this highly 
important heritage asset. 

“We would have no objection 
should your authority be minded 
to approve the application for 
planning permission.” 

The City of Ely Council and 
Soham Town Council jointly fund 
a CCTV system which covers the 
centres of both locations. 

There are also antennae on the 
tower of Ely Cathedral.

A PLANNING appeal has been 
launched after proposals to alter a 
property in Soham were refused.

HEDGEHOGS are being given a new 
start in life thanks to a partnership 
between a wildlife charity and Ely 
Cathedral. 

The cathedral has teamed up with 
the Shepreth Wildlife Conservation 
Charity to offer a helping hand to 
rescued hedgehogs. The project was 
launched last year and was filmed by 
the BBC’s Countryfile team. 


On Friday, the cathedral took delivery 
of four juvenile hedgehogs which the 
wildlife charity has been busy 
nurturing and rehabilitating over the 
winter months. 

The youngsters are initially being 
cared for by cathedral staff until they 
are able to forage and care for 
themselves. All four juveniles being 
rehomed in the cathedral grounds 


have been electronically tagged so 
that they can be monitored by staff at 
the conservation centre. 

Natasha Ennew, manager of the 
wildlife charity’s hedgehog hospital, 
said: “The grounds surrounding Ely 
Cathedral are a haven for hedgehogs, 
with well established hedgerows 
providing ideal nesting opportunities 
and insects galore. 


“The staff at the cathedral are 
dedicated to the project and by 
supporting this type of soft release, 
allow hedgehogs to naturally 
acclimatise into this period of their 
rehabilitation.”

Meet Superdog 
winner Cassie

A RESCUE dog from 
Cambridgeshire has won a 
national award in recogni¬ 
tion of all the charity work 
she has done. 

Cassie, a nine-year-old 
German Shepherd cross, has 
been crowned the ‘Heroic 
Hound’ of this year’s 
Superdogs Live contest. 

Cassie and her owners, Chris 
Kent and Kev Willats, who live 
in Wilburton, travelled to 
Earls Court, London, to collect 
her award from adventurer 
and broadcaster, Ben Fogle. 

Chris and Kev run the K9 
Project, a charity which uses 
the unique bond between 
humans and dogs to help local 
people - whether that is 
improving their confidence, 
helping them to find jobs or 
curing their dog phobias. 

Chris, who rescued Cassie 
when she was just 12 weeks 
old, and has six rescue dogs in 
total, said: “Cassie is my shin¬ 
ing star really - she does the 
most work for the project and 
has helped literally hundreds 
of people over the years. 

“She is what I would describe 
as my ‘go to dog’ - she works 
with children, young people 
and adults - whatever their

needs might be. 

“She helps build people’s 
confidence, she helps cure 
dog phobias - she does every¬ 
thing really. 

“I’ve had Cassie since she 
was a little pup - she was 
thrown out of a moving car so 
certainly didn’t have the best 
start in life, but she hasn’t 
looked back since we’ve had 
her. 

“She takes everything in her 
stride - even at Earls Court it 
was like she was just in our 
front room. She just mooched 


around and was so relaxed. 

“It was lovely meeting Ben 
Fogle - he’s a lovely guy. We 
were astonished to win the 
award but she’s certainly a 
deserving winner.” 

The K9 Project has recently 
launched a weekly drop-in 
cafe for people and dogs. 

Chris said: “We welcome 
anyone who feels a little bit 
isolated or alone and who 
wants to meet new people in 
relaxed surroundings. 

“There are always dogs at the 
cafe so if you don’t own a dog 
but want doggy cuddles now 
and again it really is the per¬ 
fect place to come. 

“We’re also here to help with 
any dog-related advice or help 
you need.”

CHILDREN and young people 
are improving their English and 
Maths skills by turning to an 
education method which origi¬ 
nated in Japan.

As is the case with the screening 
opinion for Lode Way, Haddenham, 
details about the size of the pro¬ 
posed facilities or how many solar 
panels they want to erect have not 
been disclosed. 

The screening opinions will see 
planners telling the developers 
what supporting evidence they 
want if and when a formal plan¬ 


ning application is submitted, such 
as environmental/archaeological 
surveys or the extent of local con¬ 
sultation required. 

It comes just weeks after the dis¬ 
trict council received another 
screening opinion for a new 81-acre 
solar farm to be built in Stretham. 

Less than 18 months after they 
secured planning permission to 
build an 80-acre solar farm on land 
west of Cross Drove, which is part 
of their 2,058-acre estate, bosses at 
F.C Palmer and Sons, based at 


Stowbridge Farm, in Green End, 
now want to erect a similar number 
of solar panels on a parcel of land to 
the south of the village centre. 

A decision on their screening 
opinion is yet to be made. 

Their application also came just 
weeks after plans to erect 1,000 
solar panels at Frog’s Abbey in 
nearby Coveney were approved. 

The final decision on all the 
screening opinions lies with the 
council.

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Fewer fires 
in region, 
according to 
new figures 

FEWER accidental fires in the home 
and workplace indicate that people 
in the Ely area are becoming more 
aware of fire safety. 

Figures released by 
Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service for the year ending March 
31, 2014, show the number of 
accidental house fires has fallen 
from 244 last year to 227 this year - 
a reduction of 7 per cent. 

The same pattern is reflected for 
fires in non-domestic properties, 
with a drop of 13 per cent, from 167 
to 146. 

The number of deliberate fires has 
dropped by 9.5 per cent from 578 
last year to 523 this year. 

Area commander Rick Hylton, 
responsible for community safety, 
said: “We are pleased with our 
performance this past year. We’ve 
placed our resources against the 
risks that cause the most 
devastation to homes and people’s 
lives, and as a result these continue 
to fall and communities are 
becoming safer in Cambridgeshire. 

“Small fires are still an issue for us 
though and we have work to do with 
partner agencies to reduce the 
number of these. They usually 
involve grass or rubbish, and 
although have little monetary value, 
they are nuisance fires which can 
impact on peoples lives and take us 
away from training and other 
activities if we are having to deal 
with them.”

Rare violet is 
thriving again 
atWickenFen

A RARE flower has been found growing 
at a nature reserve following an absence 
of more than a decade. 

The fen violet (Viola Persicifolia), 
which is renowned as being one of the 
country’s most elusive native violet spe¬ 
cies, has been re-discovered at the 
National Trust’s Wicken Fen. 

It is a tiny plant growing to a maximum 
of 25-30mm and has bluish-white flow¬ 
ers with a mother-of-pearl sheen. 

The endangered species is on the UK 
Biodiversity Action Plan and is known to 
exist in the wild at only three sites in the 
country, including Wicken Fen. 

“It is fantastic to see the fen violet 
again at Wicken Fen,” said the reserve’s 
countryside manager, Martin Lester. 

“It cements the important role Wicken 
Fen and the Wicken Fen Vision project 
has in international conservation, pro¬ 
tecting and creating new habitats for 
endangered species.” 

The plant likes a wetland habitat with 
alkaline water. Seeds can lie dormant in 
the ground for many years and will only 
begin to grow when the ground has been 



disturbed and the weather conditions 
are right. 

Previously, the violet was discovered at 
Wicken in the 1980s following an 
absence of 30 years, only to disappear 
again at the turn of the century. 

Habitat loss along with the effects of 
drainage, ploughing, and lack of man¬ 
agement on many of its former sites have 
all had a major part in the dramatic 
decline of the species. 

The flower was re-discovered during a 
recent botanical survey.

JAMES Arthur has obviously been taken 
aside and had a word with. 

And by "had a word with”, I mean 
threatened to within an inch of his 
tattooed, talent-show-winning life. 
Presumably not by the PR he publicly 
sacked on Twitter... 

Journalistically speaking, it's a gutting 
state of affairs. No blurting, no swearing, 
no moaning, no hating on Simon Cowell? 
The Middlesbrough-born 2012 X Factor 
winner has gone and straightened out his 
image. 

It was inevitable really; there's only so 
much railing against the man and your 
record label you can do before getting 
slapped back down. 

After feuding online with Cowell, 
ranting on social media and badmouthing 
fellow X Factor winners, in Arthur's case, 
the tipping point came last November 
when he made a homophobic insult in a 
diss track aimed at MC Micky Worthless. 
As iTunes started offering refunds on his 
album, Syco stepped in, took over his 
Twitter feed and saved his career. 

Preparing to launch the summer 
outdoor season at Newmarket 
Racecourse ("I do like a bit of a flutter, 
but I do it more on the football than I 
do on the horses, but it's always worth a 
pop"), when we speak, the 26-year-old 
is chastened, polite and humourlessly 
subdued, a lot of his answers falling 
neatly and well coached off his tongue. 
"The X Factor was a great platform to

showcase my abilities as a musician. So 
yeah, I'm really thankful, really grateful 
towards the X Factor." Sure James, sure. 

Beating the adorable Jahmene Douglas 
in the ninth series of the show under the 
tutelage of Nicole Scherzingher, Arthur 
won viewers over with something the 
show hadn't seen too much of before: 
credibility. Crossing soul, rock and rap, he 
was pretty cute too, in a stubbly, denim- 
shirted kind of way. With a background 
of school suspensions, foster homes and 
sleeping rough, he was also an underdog 
overcoming the odds, bringing his family 
back together by singing on the telly. 

It was actually a shame to see him fall 
so quickly into a brutish, self-destructive 
spiral, lashing out and letting fame get 
to him. 

"I've definitely got to grips with it now,” 
he says, admitting: "I was in a bit of a 
dark place before and I was a bit angry 
at not having control in certain areas but 
obviously I've learnt that I've got a lot of 
work to do before I can really take hold 
of everything and do everything myself. 
You've gotta work hard and you've gotta 
gain the respect of everybody.” 

So far this year there's been no online 
spats and no public fallings out - 


although his just-released mix tape, 

All The World's A Stage, could 
change that with its terrorism 
references and thickly-layered 
profanities. "I've done and 
said things in the last year or 
so that have maybe portrayed 
me as negative and I'm upset 
about that because I'm a really 
positive person,” he says. "I 
wanna be famous for making 
great music, I don't wanna be 
famous for being outspoken. I 
guess I've learnt to just do what I know 
how to do.” 

The thing is, slate him for his behaviour, 
but his voice isn't half bad. His debut 
self-titled album peaked at Number 2 
in the charts, and his singles Impossible 
and You're Nobody ‘Til Somebody Loves 
You have enough pop hooks and R&B 
currents to properly "get a crowd going”. 
He's right in saying "it might be one of 
the best albums ever to come out of the 
X Factor". 

But Arthur's adamant that his next one, 
with a potential release towards the end 
of this year, will be more him.

Jacqueline Wilso 


As her latest heroine takes to the 
Cambridge Corn Exchange stage 
in Hetty Feather, ELLA WALKER 
finds out what makes the 
much-loved British writer tick 

YOU wouldn’t think it, but 
Jacqueline Wilson can sound quite 
devious. 

"If you have kids going through 
a hard time in Victorian days, even 
though I try and write about it 
as realistically as I can, it doesn't 
seem to upset protective mums 
as much as my modern books," 
laughs the oft-labelled "kindly 
auntie" of children's fiction. 

Despite her popularity, the 
prolific writer (she's working on 
her 100th tale), has come in for 
quite a bit of sniping since her days 
working on teen magazine Jackie, 
usually from the aforementioned 
overprotective mums who think 
her books are too gritty, too 
revealing and too grown-up. 

That of course, if you have 
any sense, is absolute rubbish. 
Whether you're a girl in your 
mid-20s (like me) who learnt 
everything she knows about boys 
from Wilson's Girls in Love series, 
or are 11 and being gently nudged 
and helped through the knots and 


book in a series about Hetty, a 
little girl abandoned by her mother 
at a Victorian foundling hospital. 

"Her story is quite dramatic," 
explains Wilson, on why Hetty has 
struck such a chord with readers. 

"I think it's quite easy to be drawn 
into her story because she has 
probably the worst start in life, 
being handed over to a foundling 
hospital when she's only a few 
days old, but she's such a spirited, 
funny little thing." 

The book has been adapted by 
Emma Reeves, who's contributed 
to many Tracy Beaker TV scripts, 
and sounds rather fun, packed 
with circus skills and acrobatics. 
Wilson is thrilled with the casting 
of Hetty too, which bodes 
well."I've met Pheobe Thomas, 
the actress who's going to be 
playing Hetty and she is just so 
right for the part; she's small, she's 
spirited, she's got lovely long, 
naturally red hair. I mean she just 
looks made to be a Hetty!" 

Now working on book 100 
("a very long novel about an 
Edwardian girl this time,") Wilson 
cites Hetty Feather her favourite 
to date. "For so many years I've 
written very contemporary stories 
and loved to do it too, but it's 
lovely to have a complete change."

worries of school and home, that 
woman is an absolute wonder. 

"It bothers me that people 
sometimes feel they know what's 
in my stories without having read 
them," Wilson muses, without 
anger. "I think they're quite moral 
stories and I've seen several times 
someone saying, ‘oh, Jacqueline 
Wilson, her stories are about drugs 
and sex', and actually there's no 
drugs in my books, no sex in my 
books." 

The beauty of the Wilson is that 
she's honest and doesn't treat 
children like fools who don't know 
what's going on around them. 
What she does write about is 
"children going through a hard 
time. Certainly I do write about 
parents divorcing, parents getting 
ill, I do touch on a lot of troubling 


things but I always try and end 
with a positive note." 

Which is why she's sold more 
than 30 million books in the UK. 

Tackling divorce, abuse, foster 
care, mental illness, homelessness, 
grief and all the toughest parts 
that come with realising your 
parents don't have all the answers, 
or even a fraction of the answers 
at times, her stories (beautifully 
illustrated by Nick Sharratt), make 
you weep, laugh and think. 

Here's hoping the Rose Theatre 
Kingston captures these qualities 
in the new stage version of Hetty 
Feather, Wilson's newest character 
threatening the reign of the loud 
mouthed, curly haired Tracy 
Beaker as her most loved creation.

BLENDED (I2A, 117 mins) 

LIGHTNING doesn’t strike thrice for Adam 
Sandler and Drew Barrymore in Blended. 

In 1998, the two stars fell in love to a 
soundtrack of Nena, Culture Club and The 
Thompson Twins in The Wedding Singer. 

Six years later, they turned on the charm 
in 50 First Dates. 

Now, Sandler and Barrymore try in vain 
to kindle the same irresistible spark in Frank 
Coraci's romantic comedy of mismatched 
single parents. 

Ivan Menchell and Clare Sera's script 
has a few nice moments of laughter and 
heart-warming sentiment including some 
surprisingly moving discussions between 
a father and his children about grief and 
remembrance. 

Unfortunately, tenderness is offset by 
exaggerated physical comedy and cloying 
sentiment, which manipulates our emotions 
to ensure every parent has tears glistening 
in their eyes as the credits roll. 

The two screenwriters struggle to 
interweave a surfeit of gooey subplots 


around the central romance and 
consequently only have enough screen time 
to embellish supporting characters with a 
single discernible trait: the daughter who 
hides her femininity behind a pudding bowl 
haircut; the son nurturing an unhealthy 
obsession with his babysitter; the genial 
resort host who continually mispronounces 
a Greek surname. 

Lauren Reynolds (Drew Barrymore) is a 
single mother with two sons, 13-year-old 
Brendan (Braxton Beckham) and nine- 
year-old Tyler (Kyle Red Silverstein), who 
have been let down badly by her unreliable 
ex-husband (Joel McHale). 

Single father Jim Friedman (Adam 
Sandler) lost his wife to cancer and is now 
primary care-giver to three daughters, 
15-year-old Hilary (Bella Thorne), 12-year- 
old Espn (Emma Fuhrmann) and four-year- 
old Lou (AlyviaAlyn Lind). 

Fate conspires to throw Lauren and Jim 
together on a disastrous blind date. 

The parents vow never to see each other 
again and take their respective broods on a 


South African safari adventure. 

As luck would have it, they are forced to 
share the same family-sized suite. 

Battle lines are drawn between the 
dysfunctional Reynolds and Friedman clans 
but animosity mellows into unexpected 
attraction as Lauren and Jim realise they 
could be the missing pieces in each other's 
haphazard lives. 

Director Coraci, who helmed The 
Wedding Singer, is powerless to perform 
the same alchemy 16 years later and 
musical interludes courtesy of the African 
resort's singing host (Terry Crews) fall flat. 

Sandler and Barrymore catalyse screen 
chemistry which feels more like sibling 
affection than simmering passion, and their 
couple's first kiss looks awkward. 

Younger cast are more convincing in 
underwritten roles, especially Bella Thorne, 
who transforms from tomboy into prom 
queen after a visit to the resort's spa in 
a scene reminiscent of the 1999 teen 
romance She's All That. Alas, Blended isn't 
all that, not by a long shot.

It's the perfect 

com b \nation 


THERE are some combinations that make life 
feel better - strawberries and cream, roast 
beef and Yorkshire pudding, gin and tonic... 
but for me, one of the classic combinations 
which will always bring a heavenly note to 
summer is the pairing of clematis and roses. 

They not only complement 
each other colour-wise, the 
rich blues and purples of the 
clematis contrasting beautifully 
with the colour palette of the 
rose, but they also enjoy similar 
growing conditions as both 
need a rich, fertile soil, regular 
feeding with fertilisers high in 
potash and nitrogen and plenty 
of watering during the growing 
season. 

Early season clematis, such 
as C alpina and C macropetala, 
with their bushy habits, are 
naturally suited to training up and masking 
the bare stems of climbing and rambler roses. 

Among the favourite combinations in my 
garden is the David Austin English rose, Rosa 
'Gertrude Jekyll', which produces beautiful, 
blousy deep pink fragrant blooms in summer 
and the Clematis 'Nelly Moser', a soft pink- 
and-white candy striped hybrid which twines 
itself around the rose during the summer. 


Clematis can cling gently to other plants by 
twining their leaf stalks around other stems 
or supports and will not strangle a rose they 
are growing through. 

When choosing a combination, the easiest 
option is to go for clematis that flower 
on the current 
season's growth 
as these bloom 
in late summer 
and autumn and 
are pruned in late 
winter to early 
spring, at the same 
time as roses. 

Some large- 
flowering clematis 
bloom in late spring 
and early summer 
on wood produced 
the previous year. 
These can be grown through roses but you 
need to prune them when their first flowers 
have faded, which you can do while you're 
dead-heading the rose. 

Early to midsummer-flowering types, 
including C 'Lasurstern' and C 'Marie 
Boisselot', benefit from being thinned to five 
or six shoots before they are tied into a rose. 
Fewer flowers may result but these will be 


larger and more evenly spaced, resulting in a 
more balanced display. 

Effective contrasts include the mauve 
Clematis 'Prince Charles' with the soft yellow 
rose 'The Pilgrim'. The clematis has fairly 
small blooms and suits the shorter habit of 
the rose. Clematis 'Arctic Queen', with its 
bold white flowers, sets off the delicate pink 
of Rosa 'Cornelia'. 

If you have a larger area to cover such as 
an archway or pergola, climbers are ideal 
for providing a living curtain of colour. The 
white blooms of the Rosa 'Climbing Iceberg' 
combine beautifully with the deep mauve 
blooms of Clematis 'Lasurstern', which will 
train over an arch to create both a visual 
showstopper and a fragrance sensation. 
Alternatively, Clematis 'Romantika' drips with 
amazing inky-purple flowers and makes a 
perfect companion for a pale climbing rose. 

Some combinations work fantastically well 
in pots, especially on obelisks, which give 
their growth plenty of support, but you'll 
need a really large pot because a climbing 
rose can make a lot of growth. Try matching 
Rosa 'Snow Goose', a small repeat-flowering 
rambler with fragrant pompom white petals, 
with C. 'The President', which bares deep 
purple flowers from late spring to early 
autumn.

Stone searches for new assistant after

BRADY Stone hopes to have a new assistant 
manager in place by the end of the week after Ben 
Lawrence decided to step down.
